CHINA’S. STUDENT: 


‘PLAYING AT POLITICS. 


Definite steps are now 
of China on a sound footing, The 
polltichl chaos of tho-last few yenra 
has been reflected in corresponding 
choos in the schools of the ‘land, 
but with the coming of pence this 
last winter the’ Government turned 
its attention immediately to the 
problema of education. 

Theso problems. are many and 
varied, but that their Importance 
is recognixed ig evidenced by the 
fuet that Gen. Chlang Kai-shek 
himself- has taken personal charge 
of the Ministry of Education, not- 
withstanding the grave milllary 
and administrative situation 
hina Which still demands. his ate 
tention. : : 

For the Inst many yenrs it has 
béen the custom for university 
student to play politica and for 
politics to play with the unik 
veraities, with the result that the 
students were forever dropping 
their books and pa¥Yading — the 
streets of Peking in protest de- 
monstrations. 

The removal of the capital to 
Nanking automatically cleared the 
atmosphere of much of that sort 
if thing. Most .of the lending 
universities of Chinn are locat- 
ed ino an about Peking, and when 
the politicians moved to, Nanking 
the, students were deprived both 
of \endership and of audience 
for thelr political demonstrations. 
Simultaneously the politicians, 
ing several hundred = miles y 
from the schools, were less inclined 
to meddle in campus aff; 

But habits of disctpline are not 
reatored overnight and althaugh 
there has. been marked improve- 
ment in ‘scholastic circles, General 
Chiang Kai-shek still found it 
Necessury to issue a public mani- 
festo when he took charge: of the 
Ministry of Education, instructing 
both pupils and teachers that thelr 
first duty now js to their studie 

The Government, in its turn, has 
pledged itself! to put both primary 
and higher schools on a sound 
financial basis, for il recognised 
that so long ay appropriations for 
teachers’, salaries are irregular the 
tenchers cunnot be blamed for 
playing politics in the hope of bet- 
tering their condition. 

The Government. has 
mised to institute a fa 
sivil servi 
Kraduates of universities may ex- 
pect official rppointments hereafter 
according to merit. For centuries 
higher education in China has 
automatically Jed to government 
positions, the whole system "of 
education being based on the 
theory that leatning was for the 
purpose of training public officials. 
Therefore it is not unnatural that 
many students to~duy should wish 
fo center the povernment service. 

For this reason much trouble haa 
heen caused in recent years — be- 
enuge siidents looked to the heads 
of their schools to use their. per- 
sonal influence in obtaining jobs 
for them. Youths were continually 
agitating in favour of one professor 
and against another not beacause of 
educational qualifications © but be- 
enuse they demanded men in their 
schools who had. political “oul.” 

The tradition of Confucian eduea- 
tion has left many other lingering 
traits in the colleges of Chinn: to- 
day, some of them admirable but 
others unsuited to this 
of the problemy of edue: 
now is lo determine how to merge 
the classical culture of China with 
the best of Western learning for 
the benefit of Chinese students of 
this day.

The incident reported from 
Chemnitz 2 few days ayo, in which 
Communists ‘fired’ on Red Crosa 
men, mistaking them for 
that feclings are 
still running high between — the 
“Reds” aud the followers of Hitler, 
Indeed, mail news ‘from Germany 
shows that the Communists, no less 
than the Nazis, are constant 
source of trouble to the authorities, 
whose tusk in attempting to pre. 
serve peace and order is rendered 
extremely, difficult: by the Jawleas- 
ness which prevails in some parta 
of the country. -The moderate 
politica parties, who want to build 


Nazis, 
serves to. show 


a 


up the nation in the freedom of 
republican institutions, find them- 
selves menaced at the same time 
by the extremists of the Right and 
the extremists of the Left. 

The Hitlerites, ask we all know, 
are all for, rQpudiating the burdens 
imposed on their country by the 
Treaty of Versailles, -They 
not concerned, apparently, with 
“the thonght that repudiation may 
bring serious trouble to the coun- 
try. On the other hand, the Com- 
niunists stand for all that is destruc. 
tive in internal and foreign politics. 
They, too, denounte the burdens 
imposed by “eapitalistic’ countries. 
In ordinury times, the actions of 
these madmen of the Right and of 
the Left would make small impres- 
sion upon the bulk of the steady- 
going, Germans; but these are not 
ordinary times in Germany. Her 
business is badly crippled, her un- 
employment lists run into millions, 
and her. middle-class — is being 
ground between the upper and the 
nether millstones. In their despair 
gat conditions, not only the young 
and the thotightless, but even some 
fow of the soberer elements of the 


Jcommuniiy are‘ turning cither to 


the swastika cross of Hitler or the 
red banner of the Communists, 
That fact has been demonstrated in 
more than one-recent elcction..

Revolution in the strects of 
Lisbon js by no means an affair 
of noise and = cheering. It is 
usually a remorseless and deadly 
business, [ was convinced of this 
in the last big revolution in Lis- 
bon when, within three hours of 
landing in the town from a Ger- 
man steamer, 1 was dragged, bleed- 
ing from a bullet wound in the 
neck, from the street into the 
doubtful security of a. hotel. 

That hotel was much more fan- 
tustic than anything imagined by 
Vicki Baum. It provided me with 
the pure synthesis of revolution as 
it happens, in Lisbon. While two 
French cabaret dancers bandaged 
my neck, and a group of Germans 
began atolidly to place all the 
avalluble mattresses against the 
walls, the shutters of every house 
in Lisbon closed automatically.

BRITISH FILMS FORGE 
‘RAPIDLY AHEAD. 


BIG DROP IN AMERICAN 
FOOTAGE. 


. Prospects of the. British film 
industry have rarely’ been as bright 
ns they are to-day. 


Hritish International Pictures, 
Ltd. expect shortly to have 10 
productions on the floor simultanc- 
ously, thus keeping alt their studios 
occupied together, a circumatance 
that occurs as a rute only at com- 
paratively long intervals. . 


Further, the sale of British films 
in the United States is said to be 
ateadily Increasing, whilst British 
audiences are finding that. the 
brenkdown of the screcn monopoly 
of the imported film is not being 
accompanied by any decline in 
entertainment quality. 


How rapid is the progress of 
the’British film in capturing an 
important place on the British 
sereen may be gauged from the 
fact that, whilst the popularity of 
the movies and talkies is on the 
whole increasing, the footage of 
foreign films imported annually 
into Britain is diminishing by 
nbout 20 per cent. each year. 


Large Capital Invested. 


Approximately —_£80,000,000 is 
invested in the British film indus- 
try. The first thing that set . the 
British film trade on the road to 
prosperity was the Quota Act of 
1927, 


Until that year Britain did litte 
t) make up the ground that had 
been lost during the World War. 
One rensun was that British ex: 
hibitions displayed serent reluctance 
to showing British pictures,

Exhibiiers refused lo 
Uritish oo pietures — because 
alleged they were not good; and 
good British pictures were not 
produced because there was little 
er nu chance of getting them ex- 
hibited. ‘The [927 ) act rendered 
valuable servicu to the British film 
industry by securimg producers 2 
amalf but growing portion of the 
British sereen on which they could 
show what they could do, 


The act sUipulated that in’ 1927 

British cinema should devete 
Viper cent of its programme 
to British films, this quota inereas- 
ing until in 1938 it is due to reach 
20 per cent, After T98K the act 
assumes that British producers 
will be able to hold those of other 
countries,

The coming of the talkies threw 
the British film trade into con- 
fusion, for’ great quantities - of 
silent pictures were thereby made 
unsalable. For:three months after 
the news of the Warner Brothers’ 
invention reached England, Elstree, 
the chief film producing centre in 
Britain, almost entirely ceased 
production, ‘waiting to see whether 
the first, enthusiasm for - tallies 
would last. When it did, Elstree 
set about making talkies for itself. 


Ita first success has been follaw- 
ed by many others, These — stic- 
cesses ure not surprising, for the 
British film trade has several con- 
siderable advantages over {ts chief 
competitors: Its headquarters, for 
example, at Elstree are only a few 
miles away from London, xo that 
It has right on Ita door-step 3

CINEMA DISASTER: 


SEVENTEEN PEOPLE BURNED 
TO DEATH. 


Tokyo, May 18. 


Sixteen pedple were burned to 
denth and‘30 others injured Ino 
flre which broke out last night in 
tho village of Shimamaki, in Hok- 
kaido, during 1 cinema exhibition 
in a temporary shack, 


The film suddenly burst into 
flame ani the terrified audience of 
about two hundred people, started 
tt wild stampede for the exit. 


“The flames spread swith such 
rapidity that the panic-stricken 
audience was rapidly engulfed 
in them as they made their mad 
rush to escape from the burning 
building, 


Sixteen houses 
were destroyed before the 
flagration was finally subdued. 


Only Exit Blocked. 


Later. 
The casuulties in the fire are 
now. put at‘ seventeen dead, all 
women and children. 


When the film caught fire the 
only exit became blocked, and the 
death roll would have been heavier 
had not many jumped through the 
windows to safety.—Reuler,

DISASTER... . 


INQUIRY INTO DEATH OF 
ONE OF THE VICTIMS. - 


“A commencement was made at 
the Nowleon Magistracy yester-" 
day vtfternoon of the inquiry jute 
the circumatances of the recent 
tragic wreck of the Kowloon Can- 
ton Railway when several Chinese 
passengers lost their lives in a 
derailment. neir the No, 3 Tunnel 
between the Shatin and ‘Tafpo 
Stations, The Inquest is being 
held on a woman named Chan Chu, 

Mr. Hamilton sat aa Coroner 
and war assisted by a spectul jury 
comprised of Measrs, J. P. Warren 
(foreman), Capt. A, N. Davidson 
and J. D. Danby. . 

Addressing the jury, the Coro- 
ner said: “AS you are aware 
gentlemen, the custom of this, 
Colony is that when mn accident 
such as the recent railway neci- 
tent happens an inquiry is held 
into the death of one or mora 
perticular persons. The Inquiry 
in then extended to go into the 
whole question of the disnater, It 
was the method used in connexion 
with the disaster of the Race- 
course fire in 1918, and more re- 
cently the King Edward Hotel fire 
which T held some two years ago. 
The same procedure will he fol- 
lowed to-day. Your inquiry will 
nominally be inte ‘the death of 
this woman (Chan Chu), but. it 
will embrace the whole circums- 
tances of the disaster and PT trust, 
you Will return such riders as 
you may see fit to add, Tf you 
think any action should be taken 
oroany blame should be appor- 
tioned you will, no dott, ade 
that in the form of riders. far 
these reavona TP have asked for a 
special) jury.”
